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get $1.1 million 
in surplus funds

Upland School District trustees 
welcomed a ‘‘windfall’’ of nearly 
$1.1 million in surplus funds from 
last year, bringing the amount for 
the 1980-1981 publication budget to 
$12.5 million. 

Board members discussed 
possible additions to the budget 
Tuesday evening at a special 
hearing. Action on the publication 
budget is expected to be taken at the 
next regular meeting on Tuesday. 

Two-thirds of this year’s expected 
income of $11,456,335 will come 
from state funds, and another 23.5 
percent from local sources, 
including district taxes and the state 
school building fund. 

The $1,079,830 surplus, a 64 
percent increase over the beginning 
balance of the previous year, may 
be credited to conservative 
accounting due to Proposition 13 as 
well as several unexpected sources 
of income, according to 
Superintendent George Renworth. 

Board members expressed 
understandable pleasure over the 
additional monies, yet cautioned 
against spending the funds 
carelessly. As Renworth said, “‘we 
can’t expect another half-million 
dollar windfall (as received through 
the state school building fund) next 
year.” 

Trustees did, however, discuss 
beefing up allocations in several 
areas of the budget, including the 
Gifted and Talented Education 
(formally Mentally Gifted Minors) 
program (GATE), girls’ athletics, 
teacher travel allowances and the 
air conditioning and carpeting 
funds.

Trustees proposed adding an 
additional $8,000 to the money 
already allocated toward GATE, 
following a cut in funding from the 
previous year.

Renworth estimated that funding 
and programs for girls’ athletics 
approach 90 percent that devoted to 
the boys’ programs.

Gilbert and Filomena Espinoza 
and their 12 children have risen 
from migrant farm workers in 
Colorado to comfortable members 
of the West End business communi- 
ty. complete with five college 
degrees and a profitable family 
business 

As active consumers, they feel 
that Hispanics have been overlooked 
in national advertising. and that the 
media have generally promoted a 
negative image of the Hispanic 
family. , 

Taking these two facts in hand, 
the Espinozas are making a gran- 
diose offer to the new Chrysler 
Corp. One they hope the ailing car 
company can't refuse 

That idea was unveiled at a lavish 
reception Tuesday attended by local 
dignitaries, congressmen, Hispanic 
leaders, and most importantly, by 
Lou Maloof, senior vice president of 
Kenyon and Eckhardt. Inc 
Chrysler's ad agency 


Maloof was treated to a slide show 
featuring a theme the Espinozas are 
convinced would be a dynamic ad 
campaign from which both Chrysler 
and Hispanics might profit 

They promise to buy 13 brand-new 
Chrysler products, if the company 
will produce a commercial focusing 
on the family, tying together the 
closeness of the family unit. 
patriotism and buying American 

Alex Espinoza, one of the nine 
brothers and a local insurance 
agent, tried to explain. 

“Right now we have maybe two 
Chryslers in the family, but most of 
us have bought foreign cars 

‘We feel as a family, that we have 
a responsibility to our country 
Everyone knows the economy is in

Now, 
the children who range in age trom 
22 to 46, hold jobs such as accoun- 
tant, developer, owner of a hair styl- 
ing salon, auto leasor and a private 
investor. The two eldest brothers, a 
business consultant and a farmer, 
still live in Colorado. 


The children bought their parents 
a 2.700-square-foot home in Ontario 
recently, complete with swimming 
pool and large recreation room that 
serves as gathering place for the 
clan. The finances are worked out in 
a simple manner — each offspring 
pays the mortgage one month out of 
the year. 

Jimmy Espinoza serves as presi- 
dent of Espinoza Enterprises, a 
business they hope to make into a 
closed corporation for family 
members only.

Another controversy has arisen 
over a recommendation for road 
construction made by Adriana 
Gianturco, director of the California 
Transportation Department 
(Caltrans). 

In question is the proposed 
completion of a 14-mile stretch of 
Interstate 15 between state routes 60 
and 91, known as the Norco Reach. 

Wesley C. McDaniel, executive 
director of the San Bernardino 
Associated Governments 
(SANBAG), said in a memo to the 
SANBAG board of directors 
Wednesday that Gianturco recently 
announced her ‘‘preferred 
alternative’ for the proposed Norco 
Reach. 

The Caltrans director's 
preference, McDaniel said, 
“consists of a four-lane freeway

with only one service interchange 
(at Sixth Street in Norco) in its 
entire length, and with no 
reservation ... for future widening.” 


“There is, obviously, grave doubt 
over the adequacy of this sizing,” 
McDaniel’s memo continued, ‘‘and 
over the myopia in failing to at least 


provide the option for future needs.” © 


Original plans called for an eight- 
lane freeway with five interchanges. 

It was pointed out that Caltrans is 
making traffic studies of the area 
involving the four-lane proposal and 
other alternatives. The studies will 
be used in connection with hearings 
to be conducted before a decision is 
made on construction of the 
freeway. 

McDaniel noted that the Ontario 
Airport Access Study Committee’s 
steering committee discussed the 
proposed four-lane freeway at a 
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meeting July 18. 

Asa result of this meeting, Clifton 
E. Moore, general manager of the 
Los Angeles Department of 
Airports, wrote a letter to Gianturco 
asking that “a full copy of the new 
traffic study be made available to us 
as soon as it is completed, which we 
understand will be four to eight 
weeks.” 

“We would like then to review it,”’ 
Moore’s letter continued, “make a 
judgment on the facility from the 
ground access perspective, and 
advocate that desired level of 
construction to you and others.”’ 

The SANBAG board, which also 
sits as the county Transportation 
Commission, directed McDaniel to 
ask Caltrans for complete 
information on the findings of its 
study so the board can review the

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Developer fees

When it comes to buying a home, the question usually asked by first-time 
buyers is, ‘‘How much will it cost?”’ 

The answer is dependent on a number of factors, not the least of which is 
how much a city charges a developer to build a residential unit. 

Since passage of Proposition 13 two years ago, cities, in an effort to pay 
jor services they provide have taken a close look at the fees they charge 
developers. 

It is the home buyer, however, who eventually picks up most of the tab 
a developer fees can add as much as 10 percent to the cost of an average 
home, 

Many of the fees deal strictly with costs associated with processing a 
residential development. They include zone change, variance, conditional 
use permit, general plan amendment, environmental impact report and site 
plan review fees. 

Cities also charge for storm drain development, sewer hookups and street 
and traffic facilities development -- all costs associated directly with the 
development itself. 

But under the California Map Act, cities also have the power to charge 
“discretionary” fees for parks and schools. 

The park fee has become controversial, possibly because of the big 
difference between what cities charge. 

For example, in Ontario the fee for each unit is $180; in Upland, $290; 
Chino, $930: Montclair, $230; and Rancho Cucamonga, approximately $1,- 
200. 

‘There are two types of costs related to development,”’ said Ken Willis, 
executive director of the Building Industry Association's Baldy View 
Chapter. ‘‘The first is health and safety costs, the second is what we call 
aesthetic costs...things like parks.”’ 

Willis contends development fees are the most expensive way to build 
parks. Instead, he favors assessment districts that will provide the same 
thing at a lesser cost. 

With assessment districts, he said, bonds would be sold to pay for park 
facilities. The bonds carry a lower interest rate and are tax exempt. 

On the other hand, fees charged to a developer must be passed on to the 
home buyer, who in turn must usually carry the increased cost in a 30-year 
mortgage. 

In the end, Willis said, $8,000 worth of fees on a home will cost the home 
buyer $30,000 in interest alone.

Whatever can be done to cut back on fees, he said, will help keep the 
area’s housing stock ‘‘affordable”’. 

George Mim Mack, former city engineer for Ontario and now a civil 
engineer, explained why park fees vary from city to city. 

“If a city has few parks or wants to better existing parks, they have the 
option to charge whatever they want. It depends on what kind of facilities 
are in a city and what the city is willing to pay for. 

“There are always some inequities in any of these fees but there are some 
offsetting factors too. Someone who has lived in Ontario for 50 years has 
bought and maintained the existing parks until now. 

‘When you move into a city you get the immediate advantage of what is 
already there.” 

Gene Rojas, who heads the city of Chino’s park program, said the city has 
combined its park fees with grants from federal and state agencies. 

“The fees are not even close to what we need. We use what funds are 
available in the city to get matching grants from the state or federal 
governments.” 

He agreed that park fees tend to reflect the need for parks in a city 
Montclair city planner Rosalie Staudenmeyer said the fee in her city 
reflects a decreased emphasis on parks. 

‘For the most part we are developed residentially,” she said. ‘‘We have 
several parks and we'll need about two more but it’s kind of a secondary 
priority at the moment.” 

In Rancho Cucamonga, the fee was developed to reflect the changing fac- 
tors associated with park development. Inflation and the cost of land are in- 
cluded in a formula that determines how much a developer must pay. When 
passed two months ago, the fee came under fire from developers 

“The fee actually reflects what it takes to put in a park for a given area,” 
said the city’s Community Services Director Bill Holley. ‘‘That’s the way 
any business has to operate. Taking a popularity poll doesn’t get a park 
developed.”’ 

Holley said the state map act dictates that the park must be built for the 
residents who pay the fee. 

“The crux of the issue,” Holley said, ‘‘is that the city set a park standard 
(of 5 acres per 1,000 residents) and there has to be a way of attaining it. It’s 
not realistic to just say we will charge $300 per unit...” 

But Willis feels Rancho Cucamonga could have sought other means of 
financing parks. 

‘We didn’t think Rancho Cucamonga made a legitimate effort to show 
they had searched for other sources (Willis referred to grants).

“Tt’s especially important 
for today’s parents to deal 
frankly with their children 
on sex-related issues,” 


1,500,000 American parents 
will learn that their teen- 
age daughters are pregnant. 
An additional 1,500,000 will 
have young sons who are 
responsible. Furthermore, 
venereal disease is 
spreading fastest among 
adolescents.” 

How to handle sex talks 
with children? Based on the 
advice of authorities, the 
Lewis book offers parents 
these tips: 


**Seize teachable 
moments. Take the 
initiative when your 
youngster is likely to be 
receptive to sexual 
information or guidance. 
Each physical change in 
your children or their 
friends make it timely, thus 
interesting, to expand 
sexual knowledge. TV, 
movies, magazines also can 
launch such discussions. 

**Keep it casual. Be 
brief, and expect to repeat 


absorb secual facts and 
attitudes. Welcome 
informal, svontaneous 
exchanges incidental to 
another activity. Avoid 
lectures, which kids tune 
out. 
**Answer the question 
that’s asked. That may be 
all your youngster is now 
ready to learn. Kids have a 
wide-ranging curiosity 
about sex, so don’t pee to 
conclusions. I 
daughter asks, ‘Are birth 
control pills dangerous?”’ — 
you can’t assume she’s 
planning to use them. 
**Use the proper terms. 
Knowing the correct names 
for parts and functions of 
the body — rather than 
euphemisms or obscenities 
— can help your children 
gain additional information. 
Forthrightly they can ask 
questions and share their 
ideas.

CMC exceeds objective, 
ends its drive for funds

While many independent colleges are in financial cha- 
os. Claremont Men’s College topped its recent fund-rais- 
ing campaign by $2.6 million. 

And it terminated the drive six months ahead of sched- 
ule. 

Project 80, CMC’s $18-million, fund-raising campaign, 
was concluded June 30. It raised $21,113,318 in gifts and 
pledges, nearly doubling the college's total assets. The 
drive, headed by George C. S. Benson, CMC’s first presi- 
dent, started July 1, 1975. 

Campaign members credit the college’s active trus- 
tees, its history of being a well-managed school and its 
ability to convey its programs to prospective donors for 
much of the success of the drive. 

More than 3,500 persons contributed to Project 80 

Meanwhile, CMC has enjoyed a boom. In addition to 
the $21 million in new money, the college had an in- 
creased number of admission applications and $48.5 mil- 
lion in total assets. This is a 551-fold increase over the 
$98,000 the college started out with in 1946. 

“Our future capabilities have been considerably 
broadened,” Benson said. ‘‘Faculty salaries have been 
increased, several new professorial chairs have been es- 
tablished and our campus facilities have been enhanced 
with a new alumni-administration building and other im- 
provements. ”’ 

This has happened while the existence of aS many aS 
200 small, private colleges in the United States is being 
threatened by high inflation rates, the decline in vol- 
untary support for higher education and the decrease in 
the number of college-age Americans. Several colleges 
have closed their doors in the past few years. 

The reasons for the success of the CMC campaign are 
many, according to Stanton P. Welsh, vice president for 
college relations, who headed the alumni and parents 
campaign categories. 

“We have trustees who both work for and financially 
support the college,’’ Welsh reported. ‘‘In addition, the 
college is known for its good professional staff. There 
has only been one year in the school’s history when it op- 
erated at a deficit.” 

Welsh said the college has never borrowed outside 
money for construction, so it is not faced with loans dur- 
ing these inflationary times 

“We have invested heavily in public relations to pre- 
sent a clear picture of who we are and our abilities,” he 
added 

“CMC is not all things to all people,” Welsh continued 
“But our emphasis on political science and economics 
touches upon major interests of society today. Our grad-

What’s fun for one person, 
of course, isn’t necessarily 
fun for another.

One of his children has 
just purchased a 3,000 - 
piece puzzle for him (“I’m 
frightened,’’ Avedon said.

All of which helps to ex- 
plain part of Avedon’s 
fascination for games 

“T like to delve into the 
history of games and the 
human motivation which 
makes them so popular,” 
says Avedon. ‘‘Mysteries of 
their own sort. 

“But I may have cleared 
up part of it. ‘Games reflect 
and package life,’ quoting 
Aldous Huxley. ‘With their 
simple and unequivocal 
rules, games are like so 
many islands of order in the 
vague, untidy chaos of ex- 
perience.’ ”

Vitamins and minerals 
play a role in appetite, too. 
For example, if you begin a

One of the disciples Said to Jesus, ‘‘Lord, teach us to 
pray, just as John taught his disciples.”’ 

Norman Vincent Peale said, “If you expect to solve 
your problems, have peace of mind, and release your 
powers for great living, you must learn how to pray. It 
just won’t come without prayer.’’ The average person 
has the idea that the only way to pray is to get down on 
your knees and say a few perfunctory words. It is much 
more than that — prayer illuminates problems, lifts 
weights, overcomes obstacles, restores health, and 
brings many other astounding results. 

What should we say when we pray? 

Jesus said, ‘‘Say, Father.’’ Talk to God as a boy would 
talk to his father whom he loves and with whom he feels 
in harmony. Tell God everything that is on your mind and 
in your heart. Ask the heavenly Father for your needs to 
be supplied. ‘‘Give us this day our daily bread and 
forgive us our sins as we forgive those who sin against 
us, and don’t allow us to be tempted.” 

Talk to God in simple, every day speech. It is not 
necessary to use an exaggerated formal speech. God un- 
derstands English. E. Stanley Jones said, ‘In prayer 
time, the battle of the spiritual life is won or lost. Prayer 
is not an optional subject in the curriculum of the living. 
It is a required subject. And there is no graduation into 
adequate human living without prayer. Prayer is not 
only a refuge of the weak, it is a reinforcement of the 
strong.” The strongest character that ever walked our 
planet prayed. His first public act was to stand on Jor- 
dan’s banks, ‘‘and as he prayed, the heavens were 
opened.’’ His last public act was a prayer. Between his 
first and that last act, His whole life was saturated with 
prayer. The man who changed the world knew the value 
of prayer. Prayer is not an occasional exercise to which 
you turn now and then. It is a life attitude. 

You can't expect God to come intd the occasional, if 
vou refuse Him in the continuous. Prayer is primarily 
surrender. It is a surrender of your plans and your will 
into the hands of God, to work them out with him. Jesus 
said, ‘All things are possible with God.” 

The writer of the book of Hebrews gave us these words 
of encouragement: ‘‘God also bound himself with an 
oath, so that those he promised to help would be perfect- 
ly sure and never need to wonder whether he might 
change his plans. We have this hope as an anchor for the 
soul, firm and secure.” 

The psalmist David went from the depths of despair to 
pinnacle success, from the shepherd fields to the king’s 
throne. He gave this testimony: ‘I waited patiently for 
the Lord; and he inclined unto me, and he heard my cry. 
He brought me also out of a horrible pit, out of the miry 
clay, and set my feet on a rock, and shall establish my 
goings. And he put a new song in my mouth, even praise 
unto our God: Many shall see it, and fear, and shall trust 
in the Lord.” 

The greatest thing anyone can do for God and man is 
pray.”

ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF UPLAND 
SETTING FORTH THE CRITERIA, STANDARDS, PROCEDURES AND 
GUIDELINES RELATING TO PLANNED RESIDENTIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 

The City Council of the City of Upland does hereby ordain as follows: 

Section 1. Part III., Planning Implementation, of the Upland Municipai 
Code is hereby amended by adding thereto Chapter 9493 to read as follows:

“9493.010 DESCRIPTION AND PURPOSE. 

010 Description. For purposes of this chapter, a Planned Residential 
Development (PRD) shall be defined as a development comprised of one - 
family dwellings including, but not limited to: cluster subdivisions, con- 
dominiums, patio homes, community apartments, townhouses, rowhouses, 
stock cooperatives, or any other hybrid form of ownership combining in- 
dividual and communal interest in either land, buildings, structures and )or 
airspace on any parcel or related parcels, planned as a single entity rather 
than an aggregate of individual lots and having a predominant developmen- 
tal feature which serves to unify or organize development. 

020 Purpose. The purpose of this chapter is to set forth criteria, stan- 
dards, procedures and guidelines for the development of any Planned 
Residential Development, the conversion of any existing buildings, struc- 
tures. lands and/or open - spaces thereto, and for the maintenance of any 
buildings, structures, lands and/or open - spaces therefore 

The legislative intent of these provisions is to provide for greater 
design flexibility in single - family residential developments from siting 
regulations for conventional subdivisions in order to encourage 

a more creative approach to the development of land: 

variety in the physical development pattern of the city, 

the conservation and enhancement of open-space, 

the conservation and efficient utilization of energy resources. 

economics in housing construction and maintenance to expand hous- 
ing opportunities for all economic segments of the community; 

efficiencies in the provision of City services. and 

the protection and enhancement of community property values 

It is the express intent of the City of Upland to distinguish between 
Planned Residential Developments (PRD’s) and multiple - family 
dwellings, based on inherent differences in occupancy characteristics 
between these two residential classes, in order to ensure that the develop- 
ment and maintenance of PRD’s, including areas for: living, open - space, 
storage, recreation, vehicle circulation and parking, and other amenities, 
are appropriate for the creation and enhancement of a desirable single - 
family residential living environment 

It is the further intent of the City that no Planned Residential Develop- 
ment should be approved which is not designed for occupancies by a single - 
family households of at least average size and composition, in order to 
avoid potential overcrowding of such developments and/or their environs 
and the potential blight, neglect, and other adverse environmental con- 
ditions associated therewith; nor should approvals be granted for any PRD 
which exceeds the density of the underlying zone in which located, excep- 


ting within any approved “density bonus area.” or exceeding densities in-. 


hibiting the provision of amenities characteristic of conventional, single - 
family residential developments 
“9493.020 PERMITTED PRIMARY USES AND STRUCTURES 

The following uses may be permitted subject to approval of a Conditional 
Use Permit (CUP) in compliance with procedures and conditions, 
therefore. as set forth in Chapter 9403 “Zoning Procedures”, and as provid- 
ed herein 

010 One - family dwellings: detached, semi-attached or attached 

Provided, however, that in any ‘“RS’’ zone, no building shall contain more 
than four (4) dwelling units except as may be specifically found to be in 


keeping with the intent and purpose of enhancement of single - family en- 


virons 

020 Mobilehomes: subject to compliance with the provisions of 
Chapter 6, Article V “Mobilehome Parks” and Chapter 9442 “RM- 
4.4(MH)” of the Upland Municipal Code 
9493.030 PERMITTED ACCESSORY USES AND STRUCTURES 

he following uses and/or structures may be permitted only where clear- 
ly incidental to a primary use 

011 Accessory buildings and uses, including, but not limited to, private 
garage. recreational facilities, laundry rooms 

012 Home occupations in compliance with all conditions and 
limitations of Section 9491. 100. 

013 Fences, hedges and walls, in compliance with the regulations 
prescribed hereinafter, and in Chapter 9404, ‘‘Site Development Standards 

General.” 

014 Signs in compliance with the regulations prescribed hereinafter, 
and in Chapter 9405, ‘Outdoor Advertising — Signs and Billboards.” 
“9493.040 PERMITTED TEMPORARY USES AND STRUCTURES 

Construction trailers, sales offices, temporary real estate signs in com- 
pliance with Section 9405 070, and such other temporary uses and/or struc- 
tures as the Administrative Committee may determine to be similar to, or 
no more obnoxious than, the uses set forth hereinabove 
9493.050 CONDITIONAL USES AND STRUCTURES 

All Planned Residential Developments (PRD’s) including any land, 
buildings, structures and/or airspace therefore, and including the conver- 
sion of any existing land, buildings, structures and/or airspace thereto, 
shall be subject to approval of a Conditional Use Permit in compliance with 
all provisions of this Chapter and Chapter 9403 ‘Zoning Procedures” 
9493.100 SITE DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS. 

Any building or structure errected or located in any PRD shall comply 
with the provisions of Chapter 9404 ‘‘Site Development Standards - 
General’ and of this Chapter. Provided, however, that in recognition of the 
many design variations possible in the various forms of Planned Residen- 
tial Developments, the Planning Commission and/or City Council may im- 
pose such additional conditions on the approval of any PRD or allow such 
deviations from the guidelines set forth hereinafter as may be deemed 
necessary to ensure that the purpose and intent of this Chapter is observed 
9493.102 BUILDING SITE REQUIREMENTS 

The following minimum standards shall apply 

010 Minimum Project Site Area: Not less than one ( 1) acre, excepting 
as may otherwise be deemed appropriate by the City, to provide adequate 
area to permit unified planning and development consistent with the intent 
and purpose of this Chapter. 

020 Maximum Residential Density 

021 When located in any ‘‘RS”’ (Single - Family ) Zone. the RM-4.4 or 
RM-3.6 (Multiple - Family) Zones: not to exceed the maximum density 
allowable in the underlying zone in which such PRD is located excepting 
within any adopted Density Bonus area. 

022 When located in any ‘‘RM”’ (Multiple - Family) Zone permitting 
more than twelve (12) multiple - family dwellings / acre, the density of any 
PRD shall not exceed fifteen (15) dwellings per gross-net acre 

‘Gross - Net’ acres shall be calculated as the project gross site 
area exclusive of abutting arterial streets. 

030 Minimum Project Site Dimensions: The width and depth of any 
project site shall be scaled so as to ensure compatibility with development 
in the environs and to permit unified planning, meeting all yard and set- 
back requirements necessary therefore. 

040 Maximum Project Site Coverage: The maximum coverage by all 
buildings and structures, excepting roof overhangs, open balconies and, un- 
covered porches, shall not exceed thirty-five percent (35%) in any “RS” 
Zone, nor more than forty percent (40%) in any “Rm” Zone. 

050 Minimum Floor Area Per Dwelling: In order to ensure the provi- 
sion of living and storage areas consistent with the occupancy 
characteristics of one - family dwellings, the enclosed floor area of any 
dwelling within a PRD, exclusive of garages or carports, shall be not less 
than the following: 

051 In all ‘‘RS’’ (Single - Family) Zones: Not less than one thousand 
(1,000)sq. ft. for dwellings of one (1) or less bedrooms, with an increase of 
two hundred (200) sq. ft. for each additional bedroom thereafter. 

052 In all ‘Rm’ (Multiple - Family) Zones: Not less than nine hun- 
dred (900) sq. ft. for dwellings of one (1) or less bedrooms, with an increase 
of two hundred (200) sq. ft. for each additional bedroom thereafter. 

For purposes of this section, all rooms other than a living room, dining 
room, kitchen, bathroom or closet shall be considered a bedroom. 
“9493.108 STRUCTURAL SETBACKS AND YARDS. 

Excepting permitted encroachments into required yards as set forth in 
Chapter 9404, the setback of any buildings or structures exceeding forty- 
two (42) inches in height shall be not less than as provided hereinafter for 
the full width or depth of the project site. Provided, however, that the City 
may require such greater setbacks as the standards of the underlying zone 
in which any PRD is to be located may require to ensure compatibility with 
contiguous land-uses, or permit such higher walls or other visual 
acoustical barriers within setback areas as determined necessary by the 
City to protect the public safety and welfare. All required setbacks and/or 
yards, excepting vehicular or pedestrial accessways and recreational 
facilities as permitted, shall be landscaped in accordance with a landscap- 
ing plan as approved by the City Architectural Commission. 

010 Adjacent To Streets Or Highways 

011 Adjacent to any highway or collector street: an average of twen- 
ty (20) feet, with no building or structure setback less than fifteen (15) feet, 
nor any front-on garage less than twenty (20) feet. 

012 Adjacent to any interior street (public or private): an average of 
fifteen (15) feet; with no building or structure setback less than ten (10) 
feet, nor any front-on garage less than twenty (20) feet from the back of 
any sidewalk. 

020 Adjacent to Interior Site Boundaries, Common Drives or Alleys: 
The minimum setback of habitable buildings (dwellings, recreational 
buildings and the like) and non-habitable buildings or structures (garages, 
carports, laundry rooms and the like) shall be not less than as provided 
herein: 

021 Habitable buildings having a main entrance fronting on any in- 
terior boundary or alley: eight (8) feet plus one (1) foot for each ten (10) 
feet of building length and one (1) foot for each two (2) feet of building 
height. (Building height being determined as set forth in Section 
9493. 103.030) 
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022 Habitable buildings not having a main entrance fronting on any | 


interior boundary or alley: five (5) feet plus one (1) foot for each ten (10) 
feet of building length and one (1) foot for each four (4) feet of building 
height. 

023 Non-Habitable Structures: no setback is required excepting 
when such structure has openings oriented towards such interior boundary 
or alley, in which case a setback of not less than five (5) is required or, such 
greater distance as the City may determine necessary to meet vehicle 
manuevering standards where vehicular access is required. Provided, 
however, that when any structure is proposed to be located within three (3) 
feet of any project boundary a recorded access agreement with the adjoin- 
ing property may be required to ensure access for maintenance purposes 


030 Required Structural Separations. An open yard is required around 
each building, the depth of which shall be measured perpendicular to 
building walls and determined in relation to the height and length of 
building walls. For purposes of this section, building height shall be as 
measured from the highest finished grade level of the building pad to the 
top wall plate of the highest story of the building. 

010 Minimum distance between buildings. No buildings shall be 
located closer together than a distance equal to one-half the aggregate 
height of such opposing buildings except as provided herein 

011 Where buildings are so offeset that no portion of one building 
falls within the projection of the outer walls of another, the common space 
between them may be reduced to not less than twenty (20) feet 

012 Where buildings face on, or back to, any other residential 
building, the minimum distance between them shall be thirty (30) feet. 

040 Required Recreational - Leisure Areas. Recreational - leisure 
space shall be provided within the boundaries of any PRD project site. Such 
space may be provided for in private yards, patios, accessible balconies, 
roof gardens and similar private spaces, common areas and spaces, or any 
combination thereof, subject to the provisions of Section 9493.103.050 
Provided, however, that excepting when active recreational facilities such 
as: recreational buildings, swimming pools, game courts or the like are 
provided of a nature and extent determined by the Planning Commission 
and/or City Council to adequately offeset lesser open space, the minimum 
combined total recreational - leisure open space per project site shall be 
not less, than as provided hereinafter: 

041 For PRD’s located in ‘‘RS”, Single - Family Residential Zones: 
the minimum area per dwelling shall be equivalent to the minimum area of 
the rear yard/lot required in the underlying “RS” Zone in which such PRD 
is located 

042 For PRD’s located in ‘RM’. Multiple-Family Residential 
Zones: the total area per dwelling shall be based on the number of 
bedrooms in each dwelling as follows 

0421 One - bedroom units: 900 sq. ft. /dwelling 

0422 Two - bedroom units: 1,000 sq. ft./dwelling 

0423 Three or more bedroom units: 1,200 sq. ft./dwelling 
050 Area and Dimensions of Required Recreational - Leisure Areas. 
Excepting for yards required adjacent to arterial streets, portions of 
spaces required under the setback and structural setback provisions of this 
section may be included in the calculation of recreational - leisure space to 
the extent that they are integrated with and usable as part of a comprehen- 
sive recreational - leisure area, with no substantive portion of any such 
space exceeding a slope of greater than ten (10) percent, and further sub- 
ject to the following provisions: 

051 Private recreational - leisure areas. Private yards or ground 
floor level patios shall be not less than two-hundred (200) sq. ft., the least 
dimension being not less than ten (10) ft. For balconies and similar spaces 
located above the ground floor level, such private area shall be not less 
than fifty (50) sq. ft., the least dimension being not less than five (5) feet. 

052 Common recreational - leisure areas. Where private outdoor 
areas are not provided, or do not satisfy the minimum total requirements 
set forth in Section 9493.103.040, the remainder of required space shall be 
provided in common areas conveniently located and readily accessible 
from all dwellings on the building site. Said areas. with the exception of 
pedestrial accessways and recreational facilities and/or structures, shall 
be landscaped to the satisfaction of the Architectural Commission and shall 
be permanently maintained as a condition to use. Such areas shall also be 
subject to the following provisions: 

0521 Such areas shall not be located within ten (10) feet of any 
ground floor dwelling unit wall having windows or other openings 

0522 No active recreational facilities shall be located nearer than 
twenty (20) feet to any dwelling unit wall having windows or other 
openings, or to any site boundary abutting a residential zoned property 
0523 Such areas shall be architecturally screened from any adja- 
cent arterial streets or highways 

060 Care and Maintenance of Communal Facilities. Approval of any 
PRD shall be subject to the approval of a legal instrument(s) setting forth 
a plan or manner of permanent care and maintenance of all setbacks, yards 
recreational - leisure areas and all other communally - owned facilities. All 
such instrument(s) shall be subject to approval of the City Attorney as to 
legal form and effect and by the City Council as to suitability. 

9493. 104 STRUCTURAL HEIGHT LIMITATIONS. The maximum height of 
any structure shall not exceed thirty-five (35) feet except as provided in 
Section 9430.107 (Structural Height Limitations) or such lessor height as 
the City Council may find necessary so as to ensure compatibility with 
development in the environs in which any such PRD is to be located 
9493. 106 UTILITY SERVICES. All utilities providing service to PRD’s shall 
be installed in underground locations as appropriate and shall be subject to 
the following provisions 

010 All dwellings shall be separately metered for gas and or electrical 
utility services 

020 A water shut-off valve shall be provided for each dwelling 

030 Sewer lines and/or mains shall be so located that no such line or 
main shall extend under any building or structure other than the building or 
structure such utility is intended to serve. In no case shall individual lines 
or mains for any dwelling extend under any other dwelling 
9493. 108 VEHICLE ACCESS AND PARKING REQUIREMENTS The 
provisions of. Section 9406.020 (Residential Parking Requirements - 
General) shail.apply excepting as provided herein 

010 Vehicle Access: In order to provide greater flexibility of develop- 
ment and to preserve natural terrain features and open areas, the City 
Council may, upon the favorable recommendation of the Planning Commis- 
sion and the City Engineer, grant such modifications of city street design 

tandards for interior local streets as may be deemed necessary to assure 

that the spirit and intent of this ordinance are observed and the public 
welfare and safety secured. Provided, however, that the minimum clear 
width of any roadway necessary for fire lane purposes, shall be not less 
than the following: where parking is permitted on both sides of such 
roadway, not less than thirty-six (36) feet. where parking is permitted on 
one side only, not less than thirty (30) feet: where no parking is permitted, 
not less than twenty-four (24) feet 

Lighting: In addition to standard street lights for all dedicated streets, 
a system of adequate lighting shall be provided for all private interior 
streets and walkways. The spacing and height of all light support struc- 
tures and the intensity of all lights shall be reviewed by the City Engineer- 
ing Department to determine the adequacy of such lighting for safe 
pedestrian and vehicle circulation 

020 Minimum Number and Type of Parking Spaces Per Dwelling: Not 
less than two (2) enclosed parking spaces, designated for exclusive use by 
occupants of the dwelling each such garage is intended to serve, shall be 
provided for each dwelling Additional guest parking spaces shall be 
provided as follows 

021 In any ‘‘RS” (Single - Family) Zone Not less than two (2) open 
spaces, covered or enclosed spaces per dwelling 

022 In any ‘‘RM”’ (Multiple - Family) Zone Not less than .5 open 
covered or enclosed spaces per bedroom for each dwelling. Provided 
further, that for purposes of this section, fractional totals shall be rounded 
off to the next higher whole number 

023 Required location of parking spaces All enclosed parking spaces 
shall be located not more than one-hundred (100) ft. on, and be readily 
accessible to, the dwelling such spaces are intended to serve Open or 
covered parking spaces may be dispersed throughout the project site in 
such off - street areas as common bays and/or tandem spaces in garage 
driveways, or such other locations as may be determined by the City Coun- 
cil to meet the intent and purpose of these provisions Provided, however. 
that not more than five (5) uncovered spaces shall adjoin each other 
without intervening landscaped areas improved to the satisfaction of the 
Architectural Commission. It is the spirit and intent of this chapter that 
parking areas shall not dominate either open spaces or landscaping areas 
024 Required screening of parking facilities. The entryways to all 
enclosed parking spaces shall be screened from adjacent streets and 
properties and from living or recreational - leisure areas to the satisfaction 
of the City Architectural Commission 
025 Storage of recreational vehicles. The outdoor storage of boats, 
campers, trailers or other similar vehicles shall not be permitted excep- 
ting within areas exclusively reserved and designed for such purposes. Any 
such areas proposed or required shall be designated on development plans 
and provided for in the project associations covenants, conditions and 
restrictions (CC & R’s), any such areas shall be enclosed and screened 
irom public view to the satisfaction of the City Architectural Commission 
493.110 SIGN REGULATIONS - ADVERTISING AND IDENTIFICATION 

The provisions of Chapter 9405, pertaining to Sign Regulations for multi- 
ple - family residences shall apply. 
9493.120 DEVELOPMENT REVIEW AND PERMITS. All proposals for the 
«stablishment of a Planned Residential Development (PRD), whether by 
new construction or conversion of any existing buildings, structures, land 
and/or open-spaces thereto, shall be subject to application for, and ap- 
proval of, a Conditional Use Permit (CUP) in compliance with all 
provisions of this chapter, the California Subdivision Map Act (SMA) and 
as further provided herein 
010 Pre-submittal Review. Prior to submission of an application for a 
Conditional Use Permit (CUP) the applicant(s) shall submit to the Plan- 
ning Director, generalized development plans, including lot sizes and open 
spaces proposed, existing and proposed deed restrictions and easements, 
existing neighborhood development, and any other information which may 
be reasonably required to aid and assist the Planning Department in its in- 
itial consideration of the Planned Residential Development 

020 Application for Conditional Use Permit. After completion of 
preliminavy conference(s), the applicant(s) shall file a request for a Con- 
ditional Use Permit. A professional team approach in the preparation of 
the planned residential development plan is required. This team should in- 
clude, but is not limited to, a registered architect, registered landscape 
architect and registered civil engineer. The following shall be submitted 

021 Preliminary title report showing vested ownership and all 
covenants, conditions, restrictions and reservations of record 

022 Statement of intent: 

0221 Reason why the subject property is suitable for planned unit 
development, 
0222 Type of residences to be constructed or converted; 
0223 Method and time schedule of development and improvement 
of the projects. The sequence of construction of various portions of the 
development shall be indicated if the construction is to occur in stages 
0224 Purpose and proposed use of the open space(s) to be provid- 
ed: 
0225 State the manner in which the units will be sold (i.e., type of 
ownership ). 

023 Development plans (drawn to a scale of not less than sixty (60) 
ft. to the inch) indicating: The boundaries of the site, topography and a 
proposed grading plan; with contours at intervals not greater than five (5) 
feet, extending a distance of fifty (50) feet beyond the boundaries of the 
development, the width, location and names of surrounding streets propos- 
ed street sections and improvements; existing and proposed sewer lines, 
existing and proposed surface and improved drainage; the topography, 


and structures within one hundred (100) ft. of the boundary line of the sub- 
ject site; the location, dimensions, ground floor area and uses a ex- 


location, dimensions and uses on adjacent property of all existing buildings

0254 Building coverage expressed as a percent of the site area; 
255 Area of land devoted to landscaping and/or open space usable 
for recreation purposes, and its percentage of the site area and net area 
026 Landscaping plan (a conceptual plan, drawn to a scale of not less 
than sixty (60) ft. or less to the inch), indicating 
0261 All mature trees. indicating those to be retained, removed, or 
relocated 
0262 Special landscape features to be retained or created, suchas 
rocks, walls. fences, ete. and all other landscaping to be provided and

027 All architectural plans shall be submitted in accordance with the

028 Where subdivision of land is intended, Chapter 2. Article 9 of the 
Upland Municipal Code, as amended or superceded, shall apply on approval 
of the Conditional Use Permit application 
29 Such other information reasonably required to assist and aid the 
Planning Commission and City Council in a proper consideration of the 
proposal. In the case of any proposed conversion of existing buildings, 
tructures. lands and/or open spaces to a Planned Residential Develep 
ment. the submittal provisions of Section 9493. 120.030 shall also apply as 
provided hereinafter 
030 Physical Elements Report. In addition to the submittal re- 
quirements of Section 9493 120.020, any proposal for the conversion of any 
existing buildings, structures, lands and/or open spaces to a Planned 
Residential Development shall include a report on the physical elements of 
all existing structures and facilities to be converted for such purposes. The 
final form of the physical elements report and other documents shall be as 
approved by the Administrative Committee. The reports in their accep- 
table form shall remain on file with the Department for review by any in- 
terested persons. The report shall be referenced in the subdivision report to 
the Planning Commission. The physical elements report shall include, but 
not be limited to, the following information ‘ 
031 Structural Condition — A report detailing the condition and es- 
timating the remaining useful life of each project proposed for conversion 
Roofs. foundations, exterior paint, paved systems, including sewage 
systems, swimming pools, sprinkler systems for landscaping, utility 
delivery systems, central or community heating and air conditioning 
systems, fire protection systems including automatic sprinkler systems, 
alarm systems, or standpipe systems, and structural elements. Such report 
shall be prepared by an appropriately licensed contractor or architect or by 
a registered civil or structural engineer other than the owner. For any ele- 
ment whose useful life is less than five (5) years, a replacement cost és- 
timate shall be provided. Regarding each such element, the report shall 
state. to the best knowledge or estimate of the applicant, when such ele- 
ment was built, the condition of each element when said element was 
replaced; the approximate date upon which said element will require 
replacement; the cost of replacing said element: and any variation of the 
physical condition of said element from the City Housing Code and Gity 
Building Code in effect on the date that the last building permit was issued 
for the subject structure. The report shall identify any defective or unsafe 
elements and set forth the proposed corrective measure to be employed 
032 Pest Control Report - a report from a licensed structural pest 
control operator, approved by the City, on each structure and each unit 
within the structure 
033 Soils - a report on any known soil and geological conditions regar- 
ding soil deposits, rock formations, faults, groundwater, and landslides in 
the vicinity of the project and a statement regarding any known evidence of 
soils problems relating to the structures. Reference shall be made to any 
previous soils reports for the site and a copy submitted with said report 
034 Refurbishings - a statement of repairs and improvements to be
